Group 2, claim(s) 3-6 and 8-1 1 , are drawn to methods of diagnosing/prognosing cancer 
by twist gene expression. 

Group 3, claim(s) 7, is drawn to kits for diagnosing/prognosing cancer by twist gene 
expression. 

Group 4, claim(s) 12, is drawn to method of treating cancer. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups 1-4 do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Martin et al (Breast 
Cancer Research and Treatment volume 82, supplement 1 , pages s1 17-s1 18) teaches 
that increased expression of the twist gene is correlated with breast cancer. Thus the 
claimed inventions lack a special technical feature over the prior art and thus lack unity 
of invention. 

3. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. 
AN claims directed to a nonelected process invention must require all the limitations of 
an allowable product claim for that process invention to be rejoined.

Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S. C. 101, 102, 103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product 
are found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product 
claims and process claims may be maintained.
